WHERE SIR JOHN STOOD 
ON RECIPROCITY 


Previous to the general clec.ion in 
1891, which resulted in the uttek rout 
of the Liberal party, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was a most persistent advo- 
cate of unrestricted reciprocity with 
the United States. 

Sir John A. Macdonald appealed to 
the country in opposition to that 
policy as is shown beyond a doubt by 
the following extract from his mani- 
fusto : 

“The adoption of this policy (un- 
restricted reciprocity) would involve 
among other things, discrimination 
against the mother country. 

“Tt would, iin my opinion, inevit- 
ably result in the annexation of this 
Dominion to the United States. The 
advocates of unrestricted reciproci:y 
on this side of the line deny that it 
would have such an effect, though 
its friends in the United States 
urge, as the chief reason for its 
adoption, that unrestricted reciproo- 
ity would be the first step in the 
direction of political union. 

“IT recommend these issues to your 
determination, and to the judgment 
of the people of Canada, with an un- 
clouded confidence that you will pro- 
claim to the world your resolve to 
show yourselves not unworthy of the 
proud distinction that you enjoy—of 
being numbered among the|most duti- 
ful and loyal subjects of our beloved 
Queen. As for myself, my course is 
clear. A British subject I was born 
—a British subject T will die.’’ 

The advocates of the Taft-Fielding 
pact, are urging the same reasons 
for its support that Sir John so 
strenuously opposed, and the result 
will be the same. 


Canada has a population of 8,200,- 
000. 

Therefore reciprovity would enrich 
every individual Canadian to the ex- 
tent of 43 cents a year. 

Is it worth while to make this im- 
mense saving at the risk of upsetting 
the most prosperous business fabric 
in the world? 

One factory in each community on 
half time or closed (as American fac 
tories are today) would make the 43 
cents look like the proverbial 30 
cents. 

Let us stick to the National Policy 
and keep Canadian factories running 
on full time. By so doing we shall 
maintain our industrial centres in a 
high state of prosperity and our far- 
mers in the possession of a capacious 
and ever-expanding home market 
which takes 80 per cent. of their 
produce.

In reality there is not much differ- 
fnce betwec® “Let Laurier Finish His 
Work” and “Let well enough alone.” 
Mr. Fielding has sneered at “Let well 
enough alone.” He has read into it 
the meaning that Canada should be: 
content with the commercial progress 
already made. 

“Let Laurier Finish His Work” 
meant “Let the Government complete 
the project which is intended to en- 
large and consolidate trade between 
the provinces and trade with Great 
Britain.” 

“Let well enough alone” means “Let 
us not turn aside from the develop- 
ment of Canada on the lines that have 
proved our ability to be independent 
of the United States; and which are’ 
the best guarantee that our expendi-+ 
ture of $200,000,000 on a railway that, 
is to strengthen this independence. 
will not be prejudiced.” 

How important is the work by which, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier wishes to be. 
judged—the work which arose directly’ 
out of the abandonment of recipro- 
city—may be judged by the Minister 
of Railways’ statement on March 10th, 
1911, as to the cost of the National 
Transcontinental, which is being built 
from Moncton, New Brunswick, to 
Winnipeg—1,804 miles: —

The figures, which do not include 
interest charges during construction, 
work out at $80,565 per mile.

How the Government Spends Millions 
to Keep Him Out and Then

Yearly interest, at four per cent., 
on the cost of the National Transconti- 
nental Railway will be $3,200 per mile, 
roughly, five and three-quarter milton 
dollars a year. ’ 

Having been in business thirty years 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, after 
meeting operating expenses, has to 
find $901 per mile for fixed charges, 
before it can pay dividends. On an 
average of 65 per cent. of its earnings 
are absorbed by operating expenses. 
It the National Transcontinental can 
begin with an equally good proportion 
of earnings to expenses, it will need 
to earn, in order to pay its fixed 
charges, $16,000,000 a year, in an 
empty country, which is being opened 
up entirely to enlarge east and west 
trade and trade with Great Britain. 
This is exclusive of the earnings of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific beyond Win- 


nipeg. 
There are two dominant reasons 
why the Government’s _ predictions 


about its great railway should be rea- 
lized, both of which make the earning 
capacity of the railway a matter of 
extraordinary importance to the Cana- 
dian people. 

The first is that the people must 
pay the interest on the cost, whether 
the railway earns it or not, and there- 
fore, every taxpayer has a direct re- 
spcasibility for making the line pro- 
fitable. 

The second {fs that, if the Transcon- 
tinental cannot make both ends meet: 
out of earnings, and the public trea- 
sury has to be drawn on, Canadian’ 
credit will be seriously prejudiced, be- 
cause, for the first time in the Twen- 
tieth Century (which Sir Wilfrid. 
Laurier proclaimed to be Canada’s’ 
Century) a great new transportation! 
undertaking in the Dominion will fail 
to be self-supporting, with obvious, 
effect on the further supply of capital 
for Canadian development. D

It is not well.to insist that the Bri- 

tish investor in Canadian enterprises 
is governed by political sentiment, -or 
that there is some implied obligation 
on the berrower to do more than earn 
and pay the interest on his borrow- 
ings. 
But there ts sentiment in business, 
all the same; and it has had a good 
deal to do with the expansion of mod- 
ern Canada. 

See how it works in immigration, 
without which our lands and other 
natural resources availed us little, and 
the absence of which had much to do 
with the old-time desire for Recipro- 
city. In 1910, over a hundred thou- 
sand people came to Canada from the 
British Islands. A poll of them would 
show that one of the chief reasons why 


f they are here is that this is a British 


country. 

The connection between the immi- 
gration of British people and the im- 
migration of British money is clear. 
Money follows people, as trade follows 
the flag. People will not continue to 
come if their friends send bad ac- 
counts of how they are getting along. 
Money will not continue to come if 
the earning power of that which has 
been sent is weakened, and especially 
if there is a failure in the under- 
taking which the Government said is 
part of the fundamental commercial 
policy of the nation, and if that failure 
is even partially attributable to the 
substitution of a foreign country for 
the inter-Imperjal trade on which the 
Prime Minister has deciared “We set 
our hopes.” 

Consider the investment of British 
money that hag been going on since, 
and as an effect, of that declaration 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

‘The British Trade Commissioner for 
Canada, Mr. Richard Grigg, in a re- 
port issued April Ist, 1911, states that 
in the five years ending 1999, British 
investors sent $605,453,852 to Canada, 
irrespective ef the millions brought by 
settlers and private individuals.

Nothing more remarkable in inter- 
national trade has ever been seen than 
the complete change in regard to reci- 
procity that has occurred in Canada 
and in the United States. 


Canada used to ask for reciprocity, 
and when she did not get It, she went 
her way rejoicing, and the Prime Min- 
‘ster said, ‘We have turned our backs 
upon it.” 

The United States grew accustomed 
to answering Canadian seekers after 
reciprocity with cold water and a few 
civil words, and continued to belleve 
that Canada, being only a country of 
woods and wastes and waters, would 
surely seek the shelter of the United 
States. 

But,

pect, and began to show all sorts of 
money-making possibilities. There 
had been an immigration from Canada 
to the United States. Gradually it 
dawned upon discerning people that 
the incomirg; Canadians were fewer 
and fewer, and that manufacturers 
were beginning to talk about their 
branch plants in Canada... And, in a 
little while, good farmers began to go 
north on trips that led them to sell 
their farms and take carloads of stock 
and implements away.up to the Sas- 
katchewan country.

The drain of population from }Ca} 
ada to the United States was the fur 
damental reneon for such organiza- 
tions as the Continental Association, 


of which the late Goldwin Smith wasks 


president. Mr. Smith, in a letter’ ac? 
cepting the presidency, gave four rea- 
sons for the propaganda of the Asso- 
ciation :— 

1. The population was standing still. 

9. The backward condition of the 
manufacturing industries and the in- 
feriority of their production. 

3, The condition of agriculture, our 
farmers barely making a living, while 
tenant farmers were considered clever 
to make ends even meet. 

4. The exodus of young Canadian 
manhood to the United States. 

There were two factors in Canadian 
development which the Continental- 
ists of that day did not appreciate, and 
which inevitably produced a third, 
which wrought considerable harm to 
the country. A 

In the first place the Continentalists 
did not see that the exodus to the 
United States would not continue in- 
definitely, because the unoccupied: 
lands of the Republic would fill up, 
and Canada's turn would coma. In 
the second place they did not really 
believe that Canada was a country of 
practically unlimited producing power. 

These two things together inevita- 
bly prevented the Continentalists 
from having a great vision of the fu- 
ture of Canada. They thought she 
would always be commercially depend- 
ent on the United States. They saw 
no future in which Canada could be 
the lynch-pin of an Empire more spa- 
cious and more splendid than the 
United States could ever be. They 
said “Go to, let us make the most of 
our neighbor.” They did not know 
how to say “Go to, let us make the 
most of ourselves.”

The starting of industries, the build- 
ing of a railway across an empty con- 
tinent, left Canada in a condition of 
strain.

The 
repeal was happily endorsed at the 
Imperial Conference in London by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, who said:

Prices For Which He Sells Have In- 
creased More Rapidly than the 
Cost of What He Buys

“The wise man often changes his 
mind; the fool never’—a way of say- 
ing that the political wisdom of to-day 
is the political foolishness of to-mor- 
row. Nothing is more valuable than 
the teachings of history. Nothing if 
more futile than piling up proofs tha. 
many years experience have changec 
the point of view of a man or a party 
of men. 


It is nothing to show that Sir Johiz 


Macdonald was serious or merely as 
tute in advocating Reciprocity, forty 
thirty, twenty years ago. He is not 
with us now. 
which his utterances do not apply. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s position is dif: 
ferent. He was an advocate of Reci- 
procity. On his experience he _ re- 
nounced it. The commercial condi- 
tions which caused him to renounce it 
—the prosperity of Canada without 
{t—have become greatly accentuated 
in every particular. 

The farmer particularly has flour- 
ished. The Dominion Government re- 
ports show that in 1909 prices received 
by the farmer had risen over those of 
the ten years before 1899, like this:— 

Grain and fodder, including thirteen 
felected stundard commodities, 49.9 per 
cent. 

Cattle and cattle products, hogs and 
hog products, sheep and_ sheep pro- 
ducts, fowl and turkeys, 48.6 per cent. 

Dairy products, 33 per cent. 

And that ,the price of goods the 
farmer has to buy have not risen to 
an equal extent, as this list shows:— 


Woollen goods 23.3 per cent.

Boots and shoes ........ 25 bie 
Metals and implements .. 2.4 “ 
Imported goods—decrease 4 bd 


The staple lines, which represent 


‘lover 90 per cent. of the farmer's ex- 


penditure have only increased 14.3 per 
cent., while the goods he sells have in- 
creased 35.7 per cent. 

Agriculture is the basic industry of 
Canada. If its prosperity grows in 
greater ratio than that of other indus- 
tries, it is in the doubly happy posi- 
tion of flourishing itself and enablim: 
others to flourish. 

This has happened with a home 
market that is nothing like as big as it 
will be. Canada has only really be- 
gun her manufacturing career, if she 
is ‘permitted to retain her fiscal in- 
dependence.

The logical necessity 
of an. ocean-to-ocean Canada was an 
ocean-to-ocean railway. The Canadian 
Pacific had to be. It was first under 
taken by the Government, and was 
then committed to private hands, with 
Government assistance. 

When the abandonment of the Re. 
ciprocity idea was so quickly succeed. 
ed by a marvelous expansion of busi 
ness, and, as Sir Wilfrid Laurier said, 
“We now put all our hoj.-s upon the 
British trade,” the policy of fiscal in 
dependence had its sequel In a vast 
engine designed to establish that in- 
dependence—the National Transconti- 
nental Railway—which is to be oper. 
ated by the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way, to which the backing of the pub. 
lic treasury was liberally given. 

The general election of 1904 was 
fought on the wisdom of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and National Trans- 
continental bargain, which was the 
Government’s method of carrying to 
its logical end the repeal of the Reci- 
procity offer, énd of implementing the 
Premier’s announcement to the Im- 
perial Conference, that Canada was 
devoted to East-and-West trade. 

The election was won by the Gov- 
ernment, and the railway was begun. 
In 1908 the Government went to the 
country again—not on the wisdom of 
the bargain, but on the necessity of 
completing the job. “Let Laurier 
finish his work,” was the victorious 
slogan.
